THE HARROD CASE. 



_ of the Supreme 
""Court of Missouri as 
Rendered toy 
Judge Gantt. 

Below will be found the opinion of 
the Supreme Court of Missouri re- 
versing the case of the State vs. 
Selus Harrod, convicted of murder- 
ing Barney Fallis. The case is of in- 
terest to many of our readers, from 
the fact that the defendant and the 
man killed have a large number of 
relatives in this county: 

The reader will understand that 
the trial was held at Mayville, Mo., 
and that Harrod's attorneys, Mc- 
Cullough & Peery, appealed the case 
to the Supreme Court, where a com- 
plete transcript of all the evidence 
and records were filed for the court 
to examine. To say the least, the 
opinion below almost annihilates the 
case against the Harrod i. After 
reviewing the case in full, the judge 
concludes in the following. 

OPINION. 

The defendant, Selus Harrod, was 
jointly indicted, with his two sons. 
John Harrod and Selus Preston Har- 
rod, at the March term, 1890, of the 
Gentry county circuit court. A chanj,v 
of venue was awarded them on their 
joint application to the circuit court 
Of Nodawav county. A severance 
was granted and the father, Selus 
Harrod, was tried at the June teru, 
1890, in Nodaway county, and con- 
victed of murder in the second degree 
and sentenced to ten year;,' term in 
the penitentiary. He appeals to this 
court. . 

The first error complained of is the 
admission of evidence, by the circuit 
court, of certain statement! of the de- 
fendant, in the nature of threats 
against the deceased. 

We think the court did not err m 
receiving this evidence

We have read the evidence pre- 
served in this record carefully, and 
we find nothing in the facts disclosed 
that can be tortured so as to show 
the defendant or his sons sought or 
brought on this difficulty. 

Indeed unless we discard all pre- 
sumptions of innocence and impute 
criminal motives to the actions ap- 
parently lawful and praiseworthy in 
themselves, we can find nothing on 
which to justify these instructions, 
based on the idea of a conspiracy. 
The deceased began the quarrel and 
forced the fighting from the begin- 
ning. 

The defendant was on his own 
premises both on the 25th and 28th 
days of December. He was feeding 
and salting his own cattle. The de- 
ceased was the sole aggressor on both 
days. 

I'nder such a state of evidence it is 
error for the court to even intimate 
that defendant began or provoked 
the difficulty. He submitted to the 
assault on Christmas day and like a 
good citizen appealed to the courts 
to right tiie wrong. 

His going to his own farm the next 
day, to salt his cattle, and fence his 
hay stacks, can not, in the light of his 
conduct after reaching the farm, by 
any fair intendment, be construed 
into a seeking of deceased. 

For the reason that tliere was no 
evidence to justify these instructions, 
it was error.' State vs. Bailey, 57 Mo., 
181. 

The court erred in refusing to in- 
struct the jury upon the law Of self- 
defense.
